Harvester Co., asked Hines. according 
to Hines, for the privilege of contrib- 
uting to the Lorimer campaign fund. 
Funk declared Hines had asked him to 
contribute $10,000 toward a $100.000 fund. 

Today Baker gave an account of the 
meeting of Hines and Funk, just as 
Hines had done. 

The part of the conversation between 
Hiines and Funk which Hines said took 
place near Baker, was repeated by the 
witness as Hines told it to the commit- 
tee. He was sure Funk had asked to be 
introduced to Lorimer as Hines testi- 
fied, but which Funk denied 

On cross-examination Baker said 
first recalled the telephone conversation 
in Cook’s room after the publication of

It NEEDS IMPROVEMENTS 


Says Authorities Have Failed to 
Maintain That Branch of the 
University. 


An attack on President Hil] and the 
Board of Curators of the University 
of Missouri is made by Dr. Herman BE. 
Fearse, lately president of the Missourl 
State Medical Association, in 
ing article of the July issue of the as- 
soclation’s monthly journal, published 
t. Louis, which has just appeared. 

Pearse, a leading Kansas City 
Physician, charges in the article that 
thé university authorities have failed 
to maintain the medical department of 


the institution properly, and have shown | 


rhéemselves “unwilling. or unable, or un- 
fit, to golve the question of medical! 
éducation In Missouri.’ 

‘He further chargés that niteinene to 
suggest improvements in the present 
methods of medical instruction at Co- 
lumbia have been met with ‘“‘sneering 
coolness and an a and divided 
audience.”’ 

Attacked Before. 

The article is in line with declara- 
tions made bY Dr. Pearse and other 
members of the assoOceation at its recent 
annual meeting in Kaneas City, at which 
Dr. Pearse presided. At that meeting 
a resolution was passed requesting the 
t¢-establishment of a four-year medical 
course In the university. 

President Hill is now in Europe. 

Dr. Pearse’s article is entitled, “The 
Things That Are Done and the Things 
That Need Doing.’’ The portion relat- 
ing to the university is a follows: 

“TI wish to enter emphatic protest, as 
a citizen who feels an interest in the 
welfare of this State, and as a doctor 


who has taken a hard and sacrificing’ 


part in the education of physicians in 
private schools-in the past, against the 
position taken by the board of regents 
of our State university, and particular- 
Iv Mr. Ross Hill, president of the uni- 
versity, in regard to the teaching of ra- 
tional medicine by the State of Mis- 
souri. 
Not Maintained. 

“The State Constitution declares in 
establishing the university that ‘all de- 
partments’ shall be maintained. The 
medigal department has not been main- 
{ ‘ 

“We have a right to expect our great 
State nar ohio aig be, as it were, out 
in front of us, holding up an illuminat- 
ing example to guide us. Instead, we 
find them abandoning the last two years 
of teaching and openly threatening to 
abandon all teaching of scientific medi- 
cine. We ask for State leadership and 
State fixation of standards, and are 
met with stories of ‘no money. We 
ask for a fair division. of funds with 
the agricultural department, the law 
department, the school of mines, jour- 
nalism. arts and science, and are met 
with hasty exclamations of dismay at 
the mére thought of such a thing. 

“We gather our members from the 
four corners of the State to Columbia 
to pledge our loyal support to any move 
looking toward complete, earnest, actiwe, 
aggressive teaching of public health and 
selentific medicine and are met with 
sneering coolness and an interrupted 
and divided audteneé a:.d wo orderly 
plans or ideas of plans for betterment 
of conditions are présented to us. 

Charges Are Made. 

“I would most emphatically recom- 
mend the president and a part, at least, 
of the honorab.¢ Board of Curators of 
our State University to the attention of 
our Governor as either unwilling, of un- 
able, ar unfit, to grapple successfully 
and solve the question of medical edu- 
cation in Missouri. 

“Our people are dying of tuberculpsis, 
of typhoid fever and of other preventa- 
ble diseases. We are entitled to the 
active support of our great uni 
versity and compétent and able as- 
sistance in the conservation of human 
life, just as much as the mineral tn- 
terests are entitied te their Board of 
Geology and Mines and their School of. 
Mines, or as the liveatock interests are 
to the cure of their animals. And on 
behalf of the people of Missouri, our 
association demands It.” — 

Gives Two-Year Course. 

The College of Medicine at the 
University of Missouri now gives only 
&@ tworyear course instead of four 
years. It has no clinic. Columbia 
being & small town, there are few 
Clinical facilities there, although 
Parker Memorial Hospital, maintained 
by the University, is regarded as the 
foremost in that section of the State. 
At one time the college had a clinic, 
and procured cadavers for dissection 
from other towns, but this was aban- 
doned as impracticable. 

Since then there have been various 
plans suggested. At one time a 
merger with Barnes University in st. 
Louls was suggested, but the curators 
decided against it. It also has been 
suggested that the College of Medicine 
he maintained in St. Louls, but the 
university has not enough money for 
this.

Husband’s Shrewd Investments, 
Years Ago, Brought in En- 
ormous Profits.

Start in? Saloon and Cigar Stand, 
Resulted in Upbuilding 
of- Wealth. 


How an Italian immigrant’s little 


hoard, first invested in a small saloon 
and cigar stand, grew to a fortune, esti- 
mated by relatives ‘at $1,000,000 or more, 
the death of ‘Mrs. Theresa Bernero has 


revealed. 

Mre. Bernero, whose funeral was held 
Tuesday morning, was the widow of 
louis Bernero, who died in 1904 The 
estate which she left,.and which is so 
lerge that Public Administrator Troll 
sought, on the day before her funeral, 
to establish his claim to the privilege of 
administering it, was that which her 
husband left her. He made it from al- 
most nothing, by business shrewdness 
and oy the growth of St. Louis real 
estate values. 

Her relatives declared Tuesday that 
Mrs. Bernero left a will, and the Public 
Administrator accepted this announce- 
ment as disposing of his claim. 

A. P. Ghio, Mr#. Bernero’s brother-in 
law, says the estate will amount to 
about $1,000,000 in value. Other rela- 
tives have estimated the property as 
approaching $1,500,000. 

Romance of Human Thrift. 

The upbuilding of the Bernero fortune 
is a romance of human thrift and of 
St. Louis real estate. Forty years ago, 
before the tide of immigration from 
Southern Europe to the United States 
had anything like its present volume, 
Louis Bernero came to St. Louis. He 
Was newly from [Italy and he had 
brought from that country a few hun- 
dred lire, which he exchanged in New 
York for a much smaller number of 
American dollars. 

The liquor and _ tobacco business 
seemed to the young Italian the best 
investment for his capital, and he got 
a brewer to invest with him in the fix- 
tures for # saloon and cigar stand at 
Ninth and Morgan streets. 

Bernero made a success of the bust- 
ness and was soon the sole owner of 
his stock and fimgures: Then he re- 
solved to own the building, too, ana, 
paying what he could in cash and giv- 
ing a note for the rest, he became his 
own landlord. 

With his mortgage burned. Bernero a 
few years later began looking around 
for. property which would grow in value 
faster than that which he had bought 
for his own use. He soon saw that, 
while his corner was a good one for a 
saloon and cigar stand, property a few 
blocks south was likely to «+e more in 
demand for big business later on. And, 
with what now seems amazing audacity, 
he purchased a one-half interest in the 
property at the southeast corner of Sev- 
enth and Locust streets.

18-Year-Old Russian, Never on 
Train or Steamer Before, 
Dies. 


‘6 DAYS’ JOURNEY HERE 


Sister Tells of Long Fast—Star- 
vation Given as Cause , 
of Death. 


Anna Sobel of 1010A Bittner street 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day the tragic story of the-16-day 
journey of herself and her sister, 
Fannie, from Schumcks, Russia, to St. 
Louis. 

Fannie died a week after arriving 
in St. Louis. Dr. M. R. Horwitz, who 
attended her, gave as the cause of 
death, anaemia of the brain, caused 
bv starvation while crossing the ocean. 
Anna is 21 years old, her sister was 18 

“Neither sister nor myself had 
ever been a railroad train or 
steamship until’ we started for St. 
Louts to join our fatherry who had 
come over a year ago, and sent us 
money to pay our passage,” said Anna 
Sobel. She does not speak English 
and told her story through her uncle, 
Reuben Fainberg. 

“We left our mother in Russia to 
tend the little store at Schumcks until 
we three couid earn enough money to 
pay her passage to St. Loufs. 

Girl Siek on Train. 

‘Soon after we boardéd the train 
Fannie got sick. We lived within three 
miles: of the®railroad, but we had al- 
wavs stayed at home. The. excitement 
of the journey seemed to affect Fannie 
from the start. She got sick on the 
train and could not eat. We were both 
strong and healthy when we started 
from Russia. Neither had ever been 
sick a day in our lives. 

“We took passage in the steerage. 
The food consisted of fish, roast beef, 
coffee, hot water and bread. I lost my 
appetite soon after we got on board the 
ship. The food did not smell good. We 
were near the kitchen where we could 
get the odor of the food all the time it 
was cooking. 

“We were on the ship 13 days. The 
other passengers, when they could eat, 
would take their buckets to the kitchen 
and get food. One day before we land- 
ed, my appetite returned, but Fannie’s 
did not. She did not eat anything but 
a roll from the time we left Russia. 


Both Yellow at Montreal, 
“We were both yellow when we land- 


ed at Montreal, to take the train for St. 
Louis. By that time I could eat every- 
thing I could get, but Fannie did not 
want anything. After we arrived in St. 
Louis she still could not eat anything, 
until the day before she died, when she 
called for a glass of milk. She sipped 
that, but could not drink much of it. 
She died Sunday, just a week after we 
got to St. Louis. 

“We decided not to tell our aged moth- 
er about Fannie’s death: It would kill 
her. She thinks we both arrived here 
Strong and well, like we were in Russia’. 

“My father and I are going to work 
to save money enough to buy a ticket 
from Russia to St.. Louis for mother. 
We will not let her know until she gets 
here that Fannie is dead. My father 
is 66 years old, awd works in South 
St. Louis. 


my 
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Father Saved Passage Money. 

“He was eager to have us with him. 
He saved every penny he cou!d out of 
his wages to pay our passage, He 
hoped it would be but a few months, 
with our aid, until he could save 
enough money to send for mother.”’ 

Fainberg said he was certain that 
Fannie Sobel died from starvation, but 
added that he was certain {it was not 
caused by lack of food, or impure food, 
on the steamship. He said that steerage 
pasengers were supplied with good sub- 
stantial food. 

“I think there was something in her 
condition the doctor did not under- 
stand,” said Fainberg. ‘‘While she did 
not eat anything, and undoubtedly died 
from starvation, yet hen sister, travel- 
ing under exactly the same conditions, 
got here well, although alittle weak 
from her inability to eat during a con- 
siderable portion of the journey.’ 


Does Not Blame Seasickneas. 

Fannie was buried Monday in a Jew- 
ish cemetery. Dr. Horwitz said it was 
his opinion that the girl’s death was 
due to starvation, because she could 
not eat the food on the stéamship. 
Seasick persons, he said, usually re- 
cover th®ir appetites’ before the end 
of their journeys, and are a®le to eat 
everything they want. 

‘The girl was suffering from intense 
headaches and nausea,.”’ said Dr. Hor- 
witz. “She was so nervous she could 
not bear to be touched. This was all 
due to a starved body, starved brain 
and starved nerves. 

“IT would not say positively that neth- 
ing else could have brought about her 
condition, 
most likely cause. I so gave it as 
opinion in the burial certificate to 
Health Department.”

bilities. It was written by using the pre-election publicity bill passed by 
the House of Representatives as a basis. 


Representative Ricker of Missouri 


is the author of the House measure 


which is the foundation of the one passed by the Senate. 


Using the pre-election publicity bill 
passed by the House: as a basis, the 
Senate constructed a proposed law, with 
the following important features: 


No candidate for the Senate or the 
House shall spend in the election more 
than a sum equal to 10 cents for each 
voter in his district or State if the new 
bill passes the House. 

No senatorial candidate shall spend a 
total of more than $10,000 in the primary 
and general election; and no candidate 
for the House shall spend more than 

Publicity must be given to all pri- 
mary campaign contributions and ex- 
penditures. All general election ex- 
penses must be made public before the 
election, beginning 15 days before elec- 
tion and making publication each six 
days until election. 

Originated in the House. 

All promises of political jobs must 
be made public. 

The bill .further makes it illegal to 
promise political places in order to 
secure election, support; or to aid in 
influencing the election of any member 
of a State Legislature. 

The bill, will be the subject of pro- 
longed conference between the two 
houses. It originated in the House_as a 
part of the Democratic legislative pro- 
gram and was designed to requiré the 
publication. of expenses before election, 
which is not required by the existing 
publicity law. 

The Republicans of the House unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to extend the bill 
to cover primary election expenses. 

Proposed by Senator Reed. 

In the Senate the primary election 
amendment, coupled with more radical 
amendments, was adopted with little op- 
position. The Senate amendments au- 


thorized by the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections required publicity of all 
primary expenses and all pledges of po- 
litical jobs or favors. 

Some objection was made on the ground 
that primary elections were not within 
the control of Congress. The amenda- 
ment Was finally adopted by a vote of 
50 to 7, Senators Bacon, Bailey, Bank- 
head, Johnston, Bryan, Overman and 
Taylor voting against it. 

The more rigid portion of the bill, limit- 
ing the amount the senatcrial or the 
congressional candidate may spend in 
any election and prohibiting the making 
of all campaign pledges, was proposed 
by Senator Reed of Missouri and adopt- 
ed after a long debate. Senator Suther- 
land admitting that the House conferees 
might force elimination of this from the 
bill. 

Stephenson's Expense. 

Senator Reed referred to the cam- 
paign expense statement filed by Sena- 
tor Stephenson of Wisconsin, showing 
expenditures of approximately $107,000, 
and to other large sums spent by sena- 
torial candidates. He finally offered an 
amendment putting the total expendi- 
ture by any candidate at a sum not to 
exceed 10 cents a head for the voters 
in the candidates’ state. 

Senator Borah said this would permit 
a@ senatorial candidate in New York 
to spend nearly $200,000 in his election, 
while the candidate in Nevada could 
spend only about $1000. The Reed 
amendment was defeated once, but was 
renewed and adopted. 

At one time he had the limit of ex- 
pense at $5000 for a senatorial candidate, 
and $1500 for a House candidate; but at 
the suggestion of Senator Owen of Ok- 
lahoma this was increased to $10,000 for 
the senatorial candidate and $5000 aah the 
House.

With Money, Says Wife, Came 
Law Suits, Divorce Trials, 
and Mother-in-Law Bother. 





A souvenir fortune is the bone of 
contention in litigation which has kept 
the Clayton courts busy the last few 
months. The last decision in the se- 
ries of lawsuits up to date was given 
Monday when Judge Wurdeman set 
aside a divorce decree he granted to 
Mrs. Margaret Schuermann two weeks 
ago. 

The divorcee was set aside after the 
husband and wife had failed to agree on 
a division of their property, valued at 
$30,000, as ordered by the Judge.

“I have been married 18 years. My 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Sophia Schuesrmann, 
told me three weeks after our marriage 
that she wanted her son to.come back 
home, and would not be satisfied until 
she got him back.

Mother-in-Law Still in Way. 

“Judge Wurdeman told my lawyer 
last week that I must agree with my 
husband as to the division of the prop- 
erty or he would set aside the divorce. 
I made an agreement with him before 
we went to court Monday. I was to 
take the farm and give him the city 
property. When we got to court my 
husband's lawyer insisted that I must 
dismiss the suit against my mother-in- 
law. .I refused. The judge then set 
aside the decree. 

“My husband said he wanted to ef- 
fect a reconciliation, but he was not 
sincere.”’ 

Schuermann, in his divorce petition, 
alleged that his wife ate coffee beans 
and smoked cigars. Mrs. Schuermann 
admitted occasionally chewing at a 
grain of coffee while grinding coffee 
for a meal, but said that no significance 
was attached to that. She testified that 
she frequently lit her husband’s cigar 
and handed it to him at his request, 
taking only enough puffs to light it. 
She said that it was an unpleasant 
duty, but that she did it. to please her 
husband.

Chemist’s Reply Presented to 
President and Discussed at 
Cabinet Meeting. 


WILSON TAKES’ PAPERS 


Congressional Investigation Will 
Go on No Matter What 
Action Is Taken. 


WASHINGTON, July 18—While Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley’s answer to the 
charges against him were discussed in- 
formally by President Taft and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson, and later 
by the Cabinet today, no decision was 
reached as to the disposition of the 
case. Secretary Wilson took the pa- 
pers back with him to his department 
after the Cabinet session and promised 
to make his recommendation as soon as 


possible. 

Dr. Wiley declined today to discuss 
his answer in any way, but intimated 
that it was “brief and to the point.” 

An unverified report was current here 
this afternoon that the President would 
mildly reprimand Dr. Wiley, but would 
not under any circumstances, request his 
resignation. 

Whatever action President Taft takes 
in the case of Dr. Wiley,.the House 
Committee on Expenditures in the De- 


partment oY Agriculture doubtless will 
conduct its investigation into the 
charges against Dr. Wiley. 

A member of the committee _ to- 
day that there was no reason why the 
committee should turn back from the 
work it has started and that “in any 
case it should try to find out what in- 
terests were using their influences to 
get Wiley out of the service.” 


Wiley and Wilson Foes. 
It is well known in Washington that 


Secretary Wilson and Dr. Wiley have 
not been on friendly terms for some 
time. It is said by the Secretary’s 
friends that he takes the position that 
the chief of the Chemistry Bureau has 
assumed more authority in the depart. 
ment than he is entitled to. In spite of 
this fact, it was predicted today that 
Wilson will recommend leniency. He 
is aware of the popular sentiment in 
favor of Dr. Wiley, and for that rea- 
gon, if for no other, some of his friends 
Geciare that he will not concur with 
Wickersham in suggesting that Dr. 
Wiley’s resignation would be accept- 
able. - 

_Another development in the fight that 


known today. Floyd W. Robinson, an 
important member of Dr. Wiley’s staff, 
Was removed June 30 without being told 
there were any charges against him and 
without Wiley being consulted. This 
Was a day after Robinson had volun- 
tarily resigned to enter private busi- 
ness, the day on which it was decided 
to ask Wiley to resign, and, as a coin- 
cidence, on the fifth anniversary of the 
enactment of the pure food and drug 
bill Wiley has tried so hard to enforce. 


Robinson in Case. 

The case of Robinson, like that of 
Wiley, probably will be taken up to the 
President. It is certain it will receive 
a mention in Congress. Robinson. was 
formerly State Analyst of the Michigan 
Dairy Food Department. He passed a 
Federal civil service commission for 
the position of chief food and drug in- 
spection chemist in the Department of 
Agriculture and was appointed by Sec- 
retary Wilson on a per diem basis—that 
18, being paid only for days actually 
“employed.

The killing of all unmuzzled dogs 
found on the streets of Maplewood be- 
gan at daybreak Tuesday. By 8 a. m. 
City Marshals L. M. Ruck and Frank 
Guinard had=*killed six dogs. The 
sound of shooting caused commotion 
throughout the town. 

The execution of the unmuzzled dogs 
was in compliance with an order issued 
by Acting Mayor Charles W. Bell, July 
6 The order was issued after four chil- 
dren had been bitten by dogs on the 
streets of Maplewood inwne day. 

Placards announcing that all unmuz- 
zled dogs on the streets would be killed 
were posted over the city of Maple- 
wood. Nearly every telegraph pole con- 
tained one of the notices, and they 
were plastered thickly over the walls 
of public buildings. 

Many owners of pet and watch dogs 
complied with the order. But others did 
not, and the marshals found plenty of 
targets for their rifles and revolvers 
when they started out on their rounds. 

Soon after daybreak the residents of 
Maplewood were droused by the bang, 
bang, bang of the firearms. There was 
commotion among the dog owners as 
the marshals proceeded from one part of 
the town to the other and opened fire 
on the unmuzzled dogs. 

Both Ruck and Guinard are expert 
riflemen. They reported after making 
their first round that not an unmuzzled 
doz had escaped their aim. They de- 
clared that they would patrol the streets 
and would kill every dog that came 
within range of their weapons. 

Acting Mayor Bell said that the safety 
of the children of Maplewood made it 
imperative that all unmuzzled dogs 
should i killed.

“I got into St. Louis last Friday, 
walking all the way. ™ giept in a big 
park near the Bellefontaine car line, and 
Saturday I walked on Grand avenue to 
another big park, and I stayed tliere 
until they found me and put me here.” 

The man is 5. feet & inches tall and 
weighs about 145 pounds. 

He said he had two keys and a dime 
when he found himself at the lakeside. 
One of the keys was of a size to fit a 
trunk, the other was apparently for a 
valise. 

He did not seem to be hungry. He 
bore no evidence of having been on a 
spree, but said he had no recollection 
as to whether he had been drinking be- 
fore his lapse of memory.

The man was neatly dressed and his 
clothing was of good material.

From Today’s New York World. 

James J. Hill, speaking of the indus- 
trial outlook, says: “There is plenty 
of money in the country, and it Is, 
being offered at a low rate of in- 
terest for short-time loans; but little 
of it seems to be going into the 
creation of new business enterprises. 
On the contrary, much of our money 
is going to foreign lands for invest- 
ment.” 

We have in this brief statement a 
presentation of one of the greatest of 
the indirect evils growing out of the 
monopoly.of industries by great gor- 
porations. In former times the Aan 
factories of the country held fn solu- 
tion the annual earnings of each 
separate community. Money remained 
jargely in the locality where it was‘ 
earned and was used by local business 
men to develop local enterpriges. 
Under the present system there are a 
large number of small interests to 
hold money diffused through the coun- 
try. It passes to the banks and from 
them is sent to New York,.. There it 
becomes available for big capitalists. 
But they use it only for big pur- 
poses. Little enterprises do not ap- 
peal to them. Therefore, our money 
as Mr. Hill says, is going abroad for 
investment. 

Corporation finance is cosmopolitan. 
It takes with impartial hand the farm 
earnings of Kansas and the mill earn- 
ings of Vermont to build railways in 
China or float loans in Honduras. But 
it doesn't create new business enter- 
prises at home.

This cry of distress is strikingly 
like the one that ts coming from all 
the other villages on the circuit; and 
anyone who can throw a ball as fer as 
the plate is sure of a hearing and a 
trial. 

This afternoon Roger will give a little 
workout to a youngster from. Newark 
named Salmon. Odly enough, his first 
name is Roger, and he is a young col- 
lege man who prefers to play base- 
ball because some mean-minded profes- 
sors down at Princeton insist upon his 
passing certain entrance examinations in 
the higher branches of mathematics. 

Steele’s Brother a Pitcher. 

He made his first hit as a pitcher 
with Tome School in Virginia, but just 
now is playing with the Milford (Pa.) 
team, a club from which Pitcher Bill 
Steele once graduated. Steele has a 
brother named Emmett on the same 
team this year, who pitches a little and 
plays left field the rest of the time.

STALLINGS IS MENTIONED 





Former Yankee Boss Will Get 
Job if Deal With Some 
Team Falls Through. 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Before leaving 
for home President Herrmann of the 
Reds admitted that this will be mana- 
ger Griffith’s last year with the team, 
but he denied the story that the pres- 
ent manager of the team will be canned 
the instant the club reaches home. It 
is true, however, that he is moving 
heaven and earth to secure a successor 
to Griffith, and a change may be made 
before the club sets out on another trip. 

‘“T am going to put more time in base- 
ball now that . am relieved of my duties 
with the Elks of the country,” said Mr. 
Herrmann. “I know that there is a 
strong opposition to Manager Griffith 
among the fans of Cincinnati, and while 
I feel sorry for him myself, I realize 
that a change must soon be made. 

“Nothing has been done _ so _ far, 
though, and will not be for a while. I 
am determined not to make another 
mistake, and will make every effort to 
secure the best man available. I am 
very much in favor of a playing man- 
ager and will try to secure such a man 
for next year, but they are hard to get. 


Club Needs New Material, 
‘*‘As long as there is no first-class man 


in sight there is nothing gained by get- 
ting rid of the present incumbent. How- 
ever, radical changes will be made in 
the club before this season is. over. 
We need some new pitchers and a 
couple of inflelders, and I am going to 
try very hard to get the right man. 

“Cincinnati fans have been very pa- 
tient with a losing club and they de- 
serve something better. The club is 
badly down in the race now, and I be- 
lieve that this is the time to experiment 
with new material, in the hope of de- 
veloping a few players who will be able 
to help us in the future. There will be 
no immediate change in the manage- 
ment, for I have not been able to give 
the matter enough atténtion during the 
press of Elks’ business for the past few 
months.”’ 

Mr. Herrmann has one or two deals 
in mind which he expects to consum- 
mate within a short time. He is par- 
ticularly anxious to get a couple of in- 
fielders and one or two new pitchers, 
and he will go after them right away. 


Stallings Slated for Job. 
It need not surprise the fans very 


much if George Stallings, who had a 
varied but »rilliant career fn baseball 
and is now manager of the Buffalo 
club of the Eastern League, should be 
the new manager of the Reds for the 
next year. 

President Herrmann prefers a playing 
manager and will try hard to secure the 
right man, but if he finds it impossible 
to do so he may fall back on Stallings, 
who is known as a wise judge of play- 
ers and has the reputation of being abie 
to keep his men in line and get the 
best of work out of them. Stallings 
was highly recommended to Mr. Herr- 
mann three years ago, but the fans in- 
sisted on John Ganzel and Stallings was 
turned down. But this is another year 
and the fans are wiser now. 

Unless a playing manager can be se- 
cured by purchase or trade the mantle 
will very likely fall on the Buffalo man, 
who had the New York Highlanders 
going at a great clip last year, when 
he was let out by Frank Farrell.

Wisconsin University Plans to 
Confer Degree on Graduates 
int Athletics Course. 





MADISON, Wis., July 18.—The Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, which was one of the 
leaders in an athletic “purification” 
crusade in 1906, has come forward. with 
a plan which is considered the most 
advanced stand on the question of ath- 
letics ever taken by any university or 
college in the country. The regents of 
the university have added to the cur- 
riculum a full athletic course which, 
combined with literary ‘work, will lead 
to a degree of bachelor of arts. 

The new course permits students of 
the university to elect 40 credits, one- 
fourth of the entire number needed for 
graduation, in athletic work as a major 
study and 10 credits in the*teaching of 
physical education as a minor requtre- 
ment for*the new .bachelor’s degree. 

Ten hours a week for four years de- 
voted to the practice of athletics,’ includ- 
ing football, baseball, crew work, foot- 
ball, track work, gymnastics and aquatics 
and practice work in teaching for two 
hours each week for three years are 
part of the requirements in the new 
course. 

All work done on the athletic fleld, 
both in intercollegiate competition and 
intercollegiate and interclass games, wil] 
be credited by the university as work 
done toward the completion of the uni- 
versity course. 

Students desiring to qualify as coaches 
in certain’ sports may do so by taking 
work offered in the special technique 
of sport and by becoming proficient in 
certain required forms of athletics.

out anew in the Senate today. Senator 
Heyburn objected to the taking up of a 
bill appropriating $190,000 for a Confed- 
erate naval monument in the Vicksburg 
Military Park, but Senator Williams 
won its consideration by a vote of 2 
to 19. 

The Vicksburg Park Commission and 
the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, having approved the measure, 
Senator Williams said it was desired to 
have the monument complete for the 
semi-centennial “blue and gray’’ reunion 
at Vicksburg in 1913. Senators Cummins 
of Iowa and Works of Callfornia urged 
its passage as proper recognition of men 
who had exhibited great bravery in a 
cause they believed right. 

Senator Heyburn akain attacked the 
principle of Federal recognition of Con- 
federate acts. 

Senator Williams abruptly left the 
chamber when Senator Heyburn began 
to speak. 

Heyburn declared it, was ‘intolerable’ 

that the deeds of Confederate armies 
should be recited In lawe that call on 
the public treasury for contributions. He 
characterized the history of the war 
between the Statet as a “history of 
murdér.” He attacked the newspapers 
of the country, declaring many of them 
disloyal and “delighted to express their 
disloyalty.” 
He had been characterized as ‘waving | ‘ 
the bloody flag in the Senate,”’ he said, 
and had been so misrepresented that he 
was receiving scores of anonymous let. 
ters from “cowards” threatening him 
with physical violence because of his 
opposition to the use of Government | 4 
funds to recognize Confederate service.

REFORM MEASURE 
FOR SPRINGFIELD 


Rr Aesoctated Pre 
SPRINGFIELD, Tll., July 18.—One of 
the most stringent measures yet con- 
sidered under the commission form of 
government here is an ordinance. to 
regulate the saloon business, introduced 
by Commissioner H. B. Davidson.
